\ The Associated Press transcript of Henry. Wade's 

press conference of Sunday night, November 2k, shows that he . 
names the cab driver who drove Oswald to North Beckley Avenue 
as Darryl Click,, Mark Lane and others have frequently 
mentioned this as one of the many errors made by the police and 
the District Attorney in releasing evidence against Oswald. • 

I have Just finished listening to a recording of 
this conference that was made by Station WBAP, Port Worth, 

Reel 12 ,f A” . It is clear that Wade did not Bay Darryl Click. 
Instead^in answeir to the question "where" he said, "in Oak 
Cliff." This Bhould definitely lay to rest the gho.st of Darryl 
Click, who never existed. ' 

The Associated Press transcript which I followed 
while listening to the recording contains other errors but none 
as important as this one. Furthermore, the Associated Press 
transcript inoludes only about one-half of the actual conference, 

I have listened to few tapes thus far, but* it seems to 
me that this single find demonstrates their potential 'importance 
to our work. Hie audio and TV tapes represent the best available 
check on much of the material that has been used by the Commis- 
sion. In addition to finding substantiating evidence, it is 
possible, even likely, that we may find new evidence. We cannot 
afford to overlook the tapes and films.
